Eastern Breeders Garner $264,025.00 


172 Yearlings, consigned by 18 Eastern Breeders, in Virginia, Maryland 
and Pennsylvania were sold at the recent Saratoga Sales, in the Fasig- 
Tipton Arena, in Saratoga Springs, N. Y., for the total of $264,025, and an 
average of $1,535. This average is considerably below last year’s Virginia 
Breeders’ average, but this is due to the general trend of the yearling mar- 
ket there in Saratoga this year, which but for the *Blenheim II’s would 
have been far more than 10 per cent below last year’s figures. 

Mrs. David A. Buckley’s High Acre consignment of 4 and the Herring 
Brothers’ lot of 17 brought the Sales to a close on August 22nd, as far as 
the Eastern Breeders were concerned. It is entirely possible that the Euro- 
pean crisis, which was becoming more and more apparent at that time af- 
fected the demand for yearlings during the latter part of the Sales. Follow- 
ing ‘‘Hancock Night’’ there were exceptionally few high priced youngsters 
Actually only one five figure price was brought after the 11th of August. 
In consequence Mrs. Buckley’s lot, including some excellent *Quatre Bras 
II’s failed to average over $693. The Herring Brothers got but $7,875 for 
their 17, with only the *Ksar—Whiskmond, by Whisk Broom II ($1,000) 
and the gray colt by *Jean Il—Naharanna, by Sea Lord ($1,400) bringing 
a thousand dollars or more. The Herrings and Mrs. Buckley couldn’t have 
been but disappointed. 

H. H. Cross’s Tranquility Farm’s lot of seven brought $4,225 
day, Aug. 17th, with the *Ksar—Lady Capulet, by Sweep bringing the top 
price of $800. Mr. Cross had a bad sale and there seemed to be just as 
little demand for good yearling racing prospects the night W. H. Lipscomb’s 
Raspberry Farm’s seven were sold on Wednesday, Aug. 16th., when he 
struck an average of $1,064; David N. Rust, Jr., an average of $862 for his 
six, and Hon. Westmoreland Davis got $2,150 for two. The Loudoun County, 
Virginia breeders did not fare so well as in 1938, when Mr. Lipscomb got 
the top price of the year for his *Ksar colt. 

The Virginia Breeders average came to $1,483, for the of 
the Est. of Admiral Cary Grayson, A. A. Baldwin, Morven and Nydrie Studs, 
A. B. Hancock’s Ellerslie Stud; Kenneth N. Gilpin, Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Court Manor; Rockridge Farms of D. N. Rust, Jr.’s; Hon. Westmoreland 
Davis, William H. Lipscomb, Tranquility Farm, Norman deR. Whitehouse, 
Mrs. David A. Buckley, and Herring Brothers. This represented a lot of 
130 yearlings going to the Sales from the Old Dominion State. 

Maryland Consignors, in Holly Beach Farm (Labrot and Co.); Charles 
W. Williams and Belair Stud, averaged $1,695 for the 33 yearlings that 
went north from Maryland. 

Pennsylvania was represented by Wallace 
strong’s Meadowview Farm’s lot of 9 yearlings, bringing $15,200 for an 
average of $1,688. 

It is interesting to note that two of the yearlings that A. B. Hancock 
sold from his Ellerslie nursery were the *Blenheim II filly bringing $11,000 
and the *Sir Gallahad III colt bringing $15,000. These yearlings had been 
previously purchased from R. A. Van Clief, who preferred to have Mr.

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Hunting Notes-: 


Quail And Pheasants Small Part Of 
Foxes’ Food According To Report 


Editor’s Note: Investigations have been made in the past on food habits of 
foxes in New York and New England and their habits are about the same all 
over the country. Fox-hunting people continually hear of the great damage 
to pheasants and poultry by foxes but Mr. Hatfield’s investigations clearly 
show that they do not live on either one to the extent generally believed.

After receiving reports of increase in number of foxes, both gray (Uro- 
cyon cinereoargenteus) and red (Vulpes fulva) in Minnesota, with ‘‘conse- 
quent’? reduction in numbers of pheasants (Phasianus colchicus), the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota in cooperation with the State Conservation Depart- 
ment, undertook to learn something of the food habits of the species accus- 
ed. The study is, of course, to be considered preliminary in nature, since 
it covers only the period from November, 1937, through April, 1938, and 
since it is based on analysis of the stomach contents of but 92 individuals. 

Of these, 58 were Urocyon cincreoargenteus and probably of the race ocy- 
thorus, taken in nine counties, all south of a line extending east-west ap- 
proximately 50 miles north of Minneapolis. The 34 Vulpes fulva, on the 
other hand, include representatives from all parts of the state. 

The stomachs of 5 of the gray foxes were empty, and with the remaining 
53, we find a food content, by bulk, of 76.2% animal matter, 19.1% vege- 
table matter, and 4.5 miscellaneous. Comparing this with the red fox 
material, we find a similar situation, except that animal matter comprises 
93.2% and vegetable matter only 6.8%, a good illustration of the fact that 
the gray fox is more omnivorous than is the red fox. 

Considering the gray fox first, we find that further splitting of the pre- 
viously mentioned food categories reveals the following items, percentages 
and frequencies:

The rabbit material is chiefly of the subspecies Sylvilagus floridanus 
mearnsi, with that race occurring in 20 stomachs, and Lepus townsendii 
campanius in 2 stomachs. This ratio is, I believe, roughly what might be 
expected from a consideration of the foraging habits of Uroecyon, hunting, 
as it does, in the brushy, hilly areas populated more by the cottontail than 
by the jack rabbit. 

Only two genera of mice were found in the gray fox stomachs examined 

Microtus and Peromyscus. Meadow mice formed 12.9% and white foot- 
ed mice 3.5% of the bulk of the diet. This proportion agrees with Erring-

ton’s (1935) findings in southern Wisconsin and Iowa. 


Miscellaneous vegetation includes, in this study, all plant materials ex- 
cept fruits and grasses. The fact thet it ranks so high in the list of foods 
found, both as to frequency and to percent of bulk, seems to indicate that 
its occurrence is not simply an accicental by-product of mouse or rabbit 
hunting. In two instances, a kind of moss made up the entire contents. 

Fruits, found in 8 of the 53 stomachs, made up 2.4% of the bulk, and 





included ragweed, apple, hazel, juniper ,oak and corn. Possibly some of 
these were obtained secondarily throvgh ingestion of stomach or crop and 
gizzard contents of prey. Corn was present only in those stomachs that 


contained remains of poultry or phessants. 

Grasses occurred in 5 stomachs ana comprised 2.1% of the bulk. 

Pheasants likewise were found in 7 of the 53 stomachs of gray foxes ex- 
amined, comprising 6.6% of the bull This seems a rather small percen- 
tage, when we consider that 5 or 6 pheasants per fox per night is supposed 
by numerous sportsmen to be nothing out of the ordinary. It may not rep- 
resent the true picture, since prey as large as the pheasant would probably 
he carried to the den and might conceivably have contributed to some of 
the undetermined animal material 1ientioned previously. On the other 
hand, we cannot be certain that some of the pheasants were not picked up 
dead by the foxes. The low temperatures and heavy snowfall of southern 
Minnesota winters result in the death through exposure of numbers of these 
birds 

Poultry remains are recorded for 6 of the specimens examined, forming 
1.7% of the bulk. It seems probable that at least some of this is carrion, 
picked up around farm yards. 

Carrion was found in 6 stomachs and comprised 2.4% of the bulk of the 
food. It consisted of pig bristles, horse hide, and sheep wool: each occur- 
red but once. In three of the stomachs included here, decayed poultry re- 
mains were classed as carrion 

Two kinds of squirrels were obtained in this study—the red squirrel 
(Tamiasciurus hudsonicus) and the gray squirrel (Sciurus carolinensis). 
The former occurred 3 times, the latter once, and together they formed 
3.5% of the bulk. 

Blarina brevieauda and Sorex sp. are the two shrews recorded, the for- 
mer having been found twice, the latter once; together they made up 2.1% 
of the bulk Since Blarina is fairly common in southern Minnesota, it 
seems probable that the rareness of its tse as food is due to distaste on the 
part of the gray fox 

The remainder of the items were each represented but once: Geomys 
bursarius, a nearly complete individual; Ondatra zizethica, a small patch of 
skin and hair; a fragment of a garter snake; fragments of a grasshopper 
(Locustinae) and a field cricket (Gryllidae). I was unable to obtain iden- 
tification of two small bird feathers found in one specimen. 

Five of the 34 red fox carcasses received at the laboratory had empty 
tomachs. Analysis of the remaining 29 revealed the following percentages

In the present study, mice made up 38.4% of the bulk of the food, oc- 
curring in 21 of the 29 stomachs. The genera represented were Peromys- 
cus, Microtus, and Clethrionomys. The first and second were found 8 and 
11 times respectively, the last but twice, both times in stomachs from ex- 
treme northern Minnesota. Rabbits, which comprised 24% of the bulk, 
were noted in 12 of the 29 stomachs, and were of three species—Sylvilagus 
floridanus, Lepus townsendii, and Lepus americanus. In some instances, 
though the contents might be identifiable as of leporid origin, their specific 
status remains in doubt. 

It will be noted that with Vulpes, reversing the situation found in Urocy- 
on, mice form the chief article of diet, rabbits being second, both in percent 
of bulk and frequency. This is in agreement with Hamilton’s (1935) find- 
ings on Vulpes in New York and New England, but in disagreement with 
Nelson (1933), who found, in Virginia, that red foxes consumed 34.4% 
rabbits and only 18% mice. 

Poultry is rather high on the list, accounting for 10% of the bulk and 
occurring in 6 stomachs. Probably half of this is referable to carrion, for 
in three of the six foxes containing poultry, the remains were in a state 
approaching decay. 

Pheasants rank next in percentage of bulk, forming 4% of the total. Evi- 
dences were found in 4 stomachs. It will be seen that this item, or game 
birds, makes up a larger part of the winter diet of red foxes in Minnesota 
than it does in New York and New England or Virginia. Hamilton (1935) 
recorded that game birds were found in but 5 of the 206 stomachs which 
he examined. Nelson (1933), in Virginia, noted that, of 15 red foxes, but 
one contained a game bird—a quail. 

Undetermined animal matter, found in 3 foxes, formed 2.8% of the bulk. 
Again, as in the gray fox material, this item was characterized by complete 
absence, so far as I could determine, of any means of specific determination 
other than as to its animal origin. Kven microscopic examination failed to 
be of any help in this regard. 

Miscellaneous vegetation, although fairly well up in the list of foods, 
forming 3.3% of the bulk and present in 4 of the 29 stomachs, apparently 
is of much less importance than it is in Urocyon, where, it will be remem- 
bered, it comprised 14.9% of the bulk. 

Grass, found in but two individuals, made up 2.6% of the total bulk for 
the reason that, in each of the two, this item formed practically the entire 
contents. 

The remainder of the constituents are of less importance, at least when 
judged on the basis of quantities consumed as revealed by this particular 
study. Small birds formed 2.9% of the total bulk and occurred twice. One 
was a snow bunting, and the other a sparrow Deer hair (most probably 
carrion), woodchuck (Marmota monax) fur and vibrissae, and red squirrel

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~ Petersburg Seat Of Turf Museum

In no city in the United States 
would a museum devoted to 
the history of American turf be more 
fitting than in Petersburg, Va., which 
was the acknowledged capital of the 
proud sport for more than half a cen- 
tury after the Revolution. (Facts 
concerning Petersburg’s racing his- 
tory mentioned in this article are 
derived largely from a longer and 
documented article by Mr. Wyatt, 
“Newmarket of the Virginia Turf,” 
in the William and Mary College 
Quarterly Historical Magazine, Oct. 
1937.) This much can be said with 
no concession to local pride. After 
the Revolution, supremacy in racing 
passed from the Fredericksburg sec- 
tion to lower Virginia, there to re- 
main, as the late Fairfax Harrison 
wrote, until the “ark of the equine 
convenant was carried beyond the 
Alleghanies.” 


The creation of a museum of this 
kind is the happy thought and earn- 
est hope of the Association for the 
Preservation of Petersburg Antiqui- 
ties, formed in July 1934, to preserve 
some of the older buildings of a com- 
munity which has lost too many of 
them. The Association, of which 
Mrs. Thomas Whyte is President, has 





acquired a venerable structure called 
Pride’s Tavern, on Wells Street, in 
the western part of Petersburg. The 
Association has made some necessary 
repairs, and hopes in the spring to 
begin its restoration. The rapidity 
with which it accomplishes this pur- 
pose will be commensurate with the 
support of the public, for the Assoc- 
iation has no easily tapped source of 
funds for its work. 

Once the building is restored it will 
be converted into a museum of the 
turf, where mementoes of horses and 
horsemen will be preserved and dis- 
played. Recalling a vivid and long 
neglected chapter in American social 
history, the museum should be uni- 
que among institutions of its kind 
and an important addition to Vir- 
ginia’s attractions. Although the lo- 
cal field is peculiarly rich, the Assoc- 
iation contemplates not a local mus- 
eum but one which will be national 
in range and interest. An excellent 
supply of proper and acceptable ma- 
terial should be available, for in low- 
er Virginia alone many homes have 
preserved memorabilia of their rac- 
ing forbears. 


Racing made its appearance in the 
Petersburg vicinity at an early date. 
A race is known to have been run at 
Colonel Eppes’ store at Bermuda 
Hundred in 1678, and it is significant

each comprised 3.4% of the bulk, and were found but once. The squirrel’s 
captor was shot in Lake of the Woods County. Corn fragments accounted 
for 2.1% of the bulk, and were found in a single stomach, which contained 
poultry remains also. 

Summing up, then, we see that reports of great numbers of pheasants 
killed by foxes in Minnesota are not substantiated by the evidence at hand. 
Though wardens have reported 6 pheasants per fox per night as the usual 
catch, this game bird was found in only 7 out of 53 Urocyon stomachs and 
4 out of 29 Vulpes stomachs. In bulk percent, it comprised 6.6 for Urocyon 
and 4 for Vulpes. Balanced against this is the fact that rodents and lago- 
morphs, injurious or otherwise, form 56.5 percent of the bulk for the gray 
fox and 69.2 percent of the bulk for the red. Certainly this is a state of 
affairs that should militate against promiscuous and widespread extirpation 





of foxes. 
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that the very surnames which figured 
in those early matches of which some 
written record has been preserved 
were still familiar at the celebrated 
Newmarket nearly two centuries lat- 
er. Long before the Revolution some 
of the wealthier planters were im- 
porting pedigreed horses, in whose 
genealogies they displayed apprec- 
iably more interest than in their own. 
The Englishmen who settled southern 


Virginia created a social life resembl- 
ing in many essentials that which 
they had known in the old country. 
Their passion for racing was natural, 





especially, since, as they were always 
boasting, there was an indefinable 
something about the section which 
seemed to produce good racers even 
in horses of inferior blood. 

The area which might be described 
as Petersburg’s turf province em- 
braced lower Virginia and the con- 
tiguous upper counties of North Car- 
olina. This region long recalled with 
pride that it had kept racing alive in 
the post-Revolutionary years when 
enthusiasm languished elsewhere. 

Even to list all of the courses in

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FOXCATCHER GREEN TURF 


The drought that has affected the 
Eastern Seaboard has had little if no 
affect on the National Cup course 
here, where the sixth annual _ run- 
ning of the Foxcatcher National Cup 
Steeplechase will take place on Sept- 
ember 16. Track Superintendent 
Kemp Furr relates that the beautiful 
turf track is green as the hills of 
Hrin and that a perfect footing for 
horses will be found when the day 
for the jumping classic, arrives. 

Furr has been busy for the past 
two months with a crew of twenty 
men getting the course ready and re- 
plenishing the cedar in the nineteen 
jumps that average six feet in 
height and have the distinction of 
being the highest jumps in the world 
for racing purposes. (The Grand 
National fences in England average 
about 4.10 in height.) Aside from 
the tons of cedar brush used, a 
thorough inspection of the course is 
made to eliminate the moles that 
make the going dangerous with the 
numerous soft spots and holes that 
they cause. 

The method used for elimination 
of the pests is simple and very ef- 
fective. The Cecil County Breeders 
Fair, sponsors of the National Cup, 
have a special equipped machine with 
an underground hose attachment 
that carries the monoxide gas pro- 
duced by the machine into the mole 
hole. It is but a few minutes before 
the pests and their young are des- 
troyed painlessly with the deadly 
gas. After this proceeding the turf 
is rolled and the ground has a firm 
footing that makes it safe for horse 
and rider. 

The grandstand and box seats, 
that have a_ seating capacity of 
6,000, have undergone an overhaul- 
ing and are resplendent in_ their 
new coats of gleaming gray paint. 
This large seating arrangement is 
the biggest in the United States for 
hunt race course and the equal of 
many professional tracks.

CUT TO 3 MILES 


New Jersey Hunt Cup 
To Carry $1,000 Purse 
In Fall Meeting October 25 


Anderson Fowler, Master. of 
Essex Fox Hounds, which orginiza- 
tion will sponsor its Annual Fall 
Meeting on Wednesday Oct. 25th., 
and Saturday Oct. 28th., has an- 
nounced that The Fowler Memorial, 
in memory of his late father, has 
been changed from the orginally 
announced four miles to three miles 
over Grand National-duPont-design- 
ed-fences. This change was made 
following a meeting of the Race 
Committee last week, of which Rici- 
ard V. N. Gambrill is Chairman, 
when it was decided that there were 
too few horses in the country today 
capable of going four miles. The 
Fowler Memorial Cup will be the 
annual co-feature of the Saturday 
card. With a permanent Challenge 
Cup, with replica to the winner, and 
$2,500 as Purse money, this fine 
race will draw the country’s leading 
steeplechasers. 

According to Mr. Fowler, M. F. 
H., the Essex course has undergone 
considerable revamping, in the 
building of the New Fowler Memor- 
ial Cup course, under the advise and 
guidance of Mr. duPont, Jr. The 
whole layout has been changed. A 
permanent hurdle course has been 
built. A much needed addition has 
been added to the physical layout 
of the Essex course in a fine field to 
gallop, breeze and work horses. 


The Fowler Memorial Cup course 
is now completed and will be brush- 
ed up for schooling a full two weeks 
prior to the meeting. This moderate 
Grand National course with the well 
known and most successful du Pont 
fences will parallel the timber 
course practically all the way. The 
horses will not run over the _ hill, 
however, where the time timber in- 
and-out is situated, but will go 
through the home stretch. The steep 
slope immediately before the water 
jump has been eliminated, as has 
the rough ground on the far side of 
the course, behind the hay barrack. 

The New Jersey Hunt Cup, of four 
miles over timber, with $1,000 
Purse money, will continue to be 
the timber feature. There will be a 
five race card each day, with hurdle, 
brush, flat and timber events filling 
each day’s program.

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the section would be impossible, for, 
with racing enjoying its greatest 
popularity, almost every crossroads 
could boast a course on which the 
local gentry matched their horses. 
Petersburg itself had four courses 
famous in the annals of the turf. 


As far as recorded history discloses 

for one must be cautious in discus- 
sing a subject of remote origin—the 
first of these was Pride’s race course. 
It lay in Pride’s field, a large plain 
south of the Appomattox River be- 
tween Jones Road (now Jones Street) 
and Battersea, the splendid Banister 
home. The course was owned by 
Halcot Pride and known to have been 
in existence as early as 1766. It is 
mentioned in the act of 1784 by 
which the towns of Petersburg, 
Blandford, Pocahontas, and Ravens- 
croft were united as Petersburg. Dur- 
ing the Revolution one patriot com- 
plained that British prisoners were 
treated with too much deference, in- 
deed that they were allowed to come 
to Petersburg and Richmond for the 
races and dances. Very likely these 
fortunate captives were spectators at 
Pride’s Field, in which vicinity Lord 
Cornwallis was to establish his camp 
after his ill-fated march into Vir- 
ginia in the spring of 1781 to join the 
army then under Benedict Arnold in 
Petersburg. Pride’s race course ap- 
pears to have survived the winning 
of independence by only a few years 
if at all. 


The old building called Pride’s 
Tavern stands in the immediate vic- 
inity and would seem to be the only 
surviving landmark associated with 
the well-known colonial race course. 

The circuit of a second famous 
course, known as Gillfield, is thought 
to have crossed the present Washing- 
ton Street near Folly Castle. Gill- 
field course gave way before the pro- 
cesses of annexation and subdivision

near the close of the 18th century. 

A little longer lived was the Rav- 
enscroft or Poplar Springs course, 
which seems to have occupied the 
level ground west of Poplar Lawn 
and Sycamore Street and possibly a 
part of the Lawn itself. Ravenscroft 
course flourished as late as the first 
decade of the 19th century. 

Most famous of all was the New- 
market, a mile east of Petersburg in 
Prince George County, fully as cele- 
brated in its hemisphere as the Eng- 
lish turf center from which it must 
have derived its name. The New- 
market Jockey Club was described 
by “The American Turf Register and 
Sporting Magazine’”’, in 1829, as “‘the 
oldest and most popular club in Vir- 
ginia.’ 

Newmarket’s turf history began 
soon after the Revolution and con- 
tinued until the War Between the 
States made it a battleground. After 
the siege lines were drawn for the 
long Petersburg contest, it lay in ‘ 


’ 


‘no 
man’s land” between the Confederate 
and Federal fortifications. It was the 
scene of especially sanguinary fight- 
ing on June 18, 1864, and during 
the Confederate assault on Fort 
Stedman, March 25, 1865. The site 
is now included in the Fort Stedman 
area of the Petersburg National Mili- 
tary Park. And this scarred and 
bloody field had been one of the most 
famous pleasure grounds of America. 

An imposing list of horses which 
covered themselves with glory on 
these courses might be compiled, but 
the human personalities may have 
more general interest. Colonel Wil- 
liam Ransom Johnson, of Oakland, 
Chesterfield County, was the most 
successful of the turfmen. He bore 
the imposing sobriquet, ‘‘Napoleon of 
the Turf.”” Through his activities in 
the North and South matches, he 
built up a reputation which entitles 
him to be described by the ‘‘Diction- 
ary of American Biography’’, as ‘‘the 
leading turfman of America for a 
generation.’’ As though the range of 
his interests and his fame were not 
great enough, some of his admirers 
urged him to extend his activities to 
include England. Not far behind him 
in fame were Gen. William Wynne, of 
Sussex, and Col. William Wynn, of 
Raceland, Dinwiddie County. Pictures 
of the latter’s horses and other relat- 
ed articles are preserved at Raceland 
today. 

Intimately associated with New- 
market and other Petersburg courses 
was John Randolph of Roanoke, 
whose childhood was spent at nearby 
Matoax. From Petersburg he wrote 
St. George Tucker in 1799, ‘‘we have 
all had our fill of racing and dust for 
these three days past.’’ Randolph 
was a frequent attendant upon the 
races, from his youth to that mem- 
orable occasion in May 1833, when 
he made the last public address of 
his career before the jockey club din- 
ner at the Newmarket House. Too 
weak to stand, he responded to insis- 
tent applause with one of those ad- 
dresses which only Randolph of Roa- 
noke could deliver. After speaking 
of Marshall, Macon, Leigh, and con- 
temporary politics, he turned to his 
rich store of local racing history and 
began to talk of Pride’s old field, Gill- 
field and Ravenscroft, places which 
even then had long been devoted to 
other uses. This must have delight- 
ed his audience, for the turfmen were 
usually enthusiastic over the anti- 
quarian aspects of their diversion. 

The social gaiety which accompan- 
ied the two racing seasons each year 
Was unsurpassed by that of any other 
occasion in the year. From far and 
wide came many guests, some of them 
to visit in the town and countryside 
and others to enliven the old Bolling- 
brook Hotel, long favored by the 





racing people. On the field itself dis- 
tinctions between rich and poor, high 
and low—never much emphasized in 
this hospitable region—virtually dis- 
appeared. Before the coming of Vic- 
torian standards even the ladies 
could enjoy the spirited spectacle, for 
at Newmarket in its earlier decades 
it was the custom for them to watch 
from their carriages on the hills 
around the course. 


Racing had its moral problems. 


The noted Rev. Devereux Jarratt, of 
Bath Parish, Dinwiddie County, in 
1794, called it one of the sports of 
the ungodly, but is not this opinion 
to some extent offset by the fact that 
Gen. William Henry Brodnax, of
